Sons 
and daughters alike should be taught tlte 
awful power of sex, for the building o{, 
character begins in the very hour of con- | 
ception. Intemperance in desire

marred the happiness of thousands of

Young girls should be taught 


the sacredness of marriage and to hold 
the control of their persons against their 
husband's lust Christ preached the first 
sermon of equal rights in purity for man 
and woman, but society condemns the 
woman and condones the man 
Only 


through woman's own efforts can she be 
free in the control of her person Men 
perpetually blame women for the sins of 
the world, because of the Bible story 
of Adam's fall through Eve 


Mrs Saxon has talked and preached 


freely 
on the 
subject for 
twelve 


years, before audiences in some oases 
composed entirely of men. Mrs. Saxon 
•poke of herself as the champion for those 
who have never yet had a champion—im- 
pure w omen—made so, not by any fault of 
their own, but by man's lust

EASTER IN DECATtm. 


FACTS ABOUT EASIER. 


This year Easter will fall on the 1st of 


April nine days earlier than lost year 
The earliest possible day for Easter is the 
22cl oE March, and it fell on that day in 
1818 Cor the I;j9t time in about 200 years- 
One object in arranging the calendar moon 
was that Easter might never fall on the 
same day as tiie Jewish Passover. They 
did oocur,however, in 1805 on the llth day 
of April, in 1S25 on the 3rd of Apnl and 
will do so again in 1923 on the 1st of 
April, in 1927 on the 17th of April and 
in 1981 on the 18 of April. Last Easter 
and the Passover were separated by but 
a single night. The Jewish festival 
usually occurs in Passion week, in Lent, 
and never before the 29th of March, or 
after the 25 of April. On the other hand, 
the Christian festival is never before the 
22nd of March or after the 25th April. In 
1913 Easter will fall on the 22d of March, 
as it did m 1845 and 1856. The latest 
Easter occnred in 1886, the 25th of April, 
and it will fall on that date again 
until 1943.
